When the British Minister at Washington
nssured our Government that the Lled River
rebellion was peacesbly and ecomplately ‘
quelled, wo ventured to doubt whether his
anticipations were not more rosy than judi.
cions, Already our fears are confirmed. The
British and Canadian expedition is in the
miest of the wilderness, and Itiel, wo are told,
purposes to fall upon it there with all his
forces, and to listen to no terms until the
Dominion Parliament has granted an eulirely
new list of demands, which seem to have
been made upon his individual responsi- |
bility. In some particulars the ultimatam |
of the insurgent president offers no very
grave difficulties. There are conditions touch-
ing the public lands, the debts,and the terms
of legislative union which Canada can satisfy,
at least withont sacrifice of her digunity. DBut
the question of amnesty is a very serions
one. When the Red River delegates agreed
al Ottawa to the terms of settlement which |
resulted in the Manitoba bill, it is under- |
stood that they received official assurance
of a royal amnesty for the leaders in the |
insurrection, Riel seems unwilling to trast
this promise, or doubtful whether it will be
construed to cover his shocking murder of the
unfortunate Scots, and therefore demands a
distinct legalization of all his past acts. This
of course places the British Government in a
dilemma very much like that of the Greek |
Government with regard to the Marathon
brigands, and it 18 amusing to see what a
difference itmakes in English eyes whether
it is the Greek ox which is gored or the
British bull, The execntion of Scott was a
murder committed under circumstances of
great horror, and the widest stretoh of law
and commeoen-gense conld not turn it into a
political offense. A government which shonld
formally ratify a deed like that wonld make a
pitiable confession of it inability to rule,
though for the sake of peace and on general
vonsiderations of public policy the orime might
perbaps be quietly overlooked. It was just so
with the Greek brigands. They demanded a
formal amnesty, which the Government had
no power to grant, and the same Englishmen
who scout the idea of a ratification of Riel's
misdeeds, were furious because King George
dil not issue a decree both unconstitutional
in itself and fatal to the good order of the
kingdom. How impolitic ammesty wonld
have been in that case was shown alimost im.
mediately nfterwards at Gibraltar, where a
party of brigands, encouraged, no doubt, by
the apparent readiness of Great DBritain to
make foreign conntries pay anything and for.
give anything rather than a British sabjeot
should lose his life, fell npon an English
bhousehold and cartied off everybody in the
family, If the demands of the Marathon
bandits had been granted, half the roguaes in
Greece would have seized their rifles and
goue to the mountains, and not an English.
ean in the kingdom would have been safe,

The case now comes home to Great Britain,
and her eyes are suddenly opened. At Gibral-
tar an admirable way was found out of the
difficulty, for they ransomed the prisoners,
and then killing all the robbers, took the ran-
som back agaiv. thus satisfying humanity
and justice at the same time; but of the Red
Liver dilemyma no such easy solution is possi-
ble. Riel seews to have brought matters to
a pass wherein negotiation is almost hopeless,
The population of the Ited River country has |
always been divided in its allegiance, and it
is highly probable that in this last revolt a
great majority would favor the acceptance of
the Manitoba bill if they had an opportunity
to express their wishes. The conilict is be-
tween the British ewpire on the one hand,
and a few men inspired partiy by
ambition and partly by fear of outlawry on
the other; and of course such a confliet ean-
not be a long one. The movement of a mili.
tary force through that difficult region will be
attended with hardship and danger; but from
that the nation which sentan armyinto the heart
of Abyssinia is not likely to shrink. We
do not share the apprehensions which are felt
in Washingtown of a general war thronghout
the Northwest; and though there can be no
objection to the proffer of whatever friendly
oflices we may be able to perform—if wae are
able to perform any—we may safely leave 1tiel
and Great Britain to settle this dificulty
themselves. The Canadian militis, which
single-handed whipped 50,000 Fenians, and
now talks of declaring war against the United
States because we did not arrest O'Neil's army
before it reached the frontier, will undoubt-
edly be competent to manage a little affair of
this kind.

FUNDING QUESTION.
Feom the N. Y. World.

The new Funding bill reported a fow days
since by Mr. Schenck and awaiting discus-
sion by Congress, meets with no favor frow
the press of either party. Besides objections
to several of its details, the expectation that
our government ecan borrow wmoney at fonr
per cent. is soonted as ridicnlous. Our six
per cent. bouds are selling in London at abont
89; that is to say, purchasers nre willing to
invest in our securities if they can get 7 por
cent. interest for their money, but not at a
lower rate. In the present state of our eredit,
a four per cent. bond should sell at 59}, DBut
the Funding bill anthorities the Secretlary of
the Treasury to issue four per cent. bonds to
the extent of a thousand willions, and for-
bids him to sell any of them below par! This
is tantamount to forbidding him to sell the
new bonds at all; for bonds cannot be sold
without buyers, and capitalists who refusa to
purchase six per cent. bonds at par will not
take four per cent. bonds at par,

Even Becretary Boutwell, who is under a
pleasant hallucination respecting our na-

of four per cent. bonds. He is reported to
have said that he will not make any ettemnpt
to place a new loan at that rate. 'The Senate
Funding bill, which was under considerstion
at an earlier stage of the session, proposed
three new loans, at three different rates, the
lowest being four per cent.; but nobody ex-
pected the four per cent, bonds would be
taken except by the national banks, and by
them only on compnlsion to save their ciron-
lation. The idea that such bonds can find
voluntary buyers at par is sapremely prepos-
terous,

There is a prevailing delusion respeeting
the improvement of onr national eredit within
the last vear or two, a delusion which has
given birth to all the wild expectations of
funding the public debt at an extremely low
rate of interest. It is trua that the five-
twenties have appreciated in the market, Lint
the rise is ascribed to canses which have had
little or no inflnence in prodacing it. Mr.
Boutwell has plumed himself on the apprecin-
tion, as if it were due to his administration
of the finances, and especially to his monthly
purchases of the public debt. But /¢ woull
deserve no cradit if this were the real canse.
The enormous taxes under which the people
groan have yielded arevenue which the ex-
travagance of the Government has not wholly
spent, and no other use could have been made
of the surplus than its application to the
publie debt. The improvement in the price
of our bonds is not owing to that cause at all,
nor to any cause conunected with the munage-
mwent of the Treasury. Onsuch a subject, afow
authentic facts are more convineing than any
amount of mere reasoning. The truth is,
that nearly all foreign securities have anpre-
ciated in the London stock marketf, and in
quite a number the advance has been greater
than in ours, If Mr, Boutwell be such a
prodigy of finaneial ability as his parasites
progisim him, and his wonder-working policy
18 50 admirable, our eredit ought to have
wounted to a sublimer height than that of
Turkey, Spain, Brazil, and the Argentine Re.
public; whereas, in poiut of fact, their secnri-
ties bave advanced as steadily and nore
rapidly than ours. Withiu the last year or
two, there has grown up a strong tendency to
invest in foreign securities, and every o+
ernment in tolerable credit has felt the ad
vantage of it. The following table from (hs
last number of the London Keenomist, thonyi
used by that journal for a different purpose,
shows that our financial ship has been borne
up on & rising tide which has also lifted the
securities of many other nations: —
